members, of a certain sum of money 
has nearly ruined the business of life 
Insurance in the United States. Of 
course the persons who bars grown 
enormously rich out of this T>nsiness, 
do not give up •without a struggle, go 
we have all sorts of stories, and asser- 
tions poing in regard to the stability of 
the Mutual Association. The compan- 
ies that have made a business of life 
insurance b^dly assert, that no plan 
;an last for a long time that dots not 
accumulate a fund upon which they can 
draw in the remote future. 
The fact is 


exactly the reverse, the "fund" of the 
business company, is one of its weak- 
est pmnts. It has been the history of 
fund companies, that afte^a time some- 
body has stolen the fund, while the 
mutual association never having nny 
fund, never looses anything. 
Another 


reabon why the fund is needless is that 
it does not benefit the persons assured 
who pay a certain amount into it every 
year, it goes on accumulating year by 
year and has reached in one case many 
millions, more in fact than the entire 
capital of all the banks in the great city 
where tho company is located. This 
fund has been growing for forty years, 
and if it keeps on for fifty years more it 
will amount to more than a billion of 
dollars, and still it is not one particle 
of benefit to the persons who are as- 
sured by the company. 


Another reason for the growth of the 


Mutual Society, is that the cost of in- 
surance in them isjess than one-half 
what it is in the companies that make 
insurance a 
business. 
Mr. 
J. L. 


Olark, 
Insurance Commissioner for 


Masbachusetts, says that it takes about 
on<"-half of all the money collected by 
the business companies, to pay expenses 
while in the Mutual Societies it only 
required about four per cent. The 
truth is a few persons have grown enor- 
mously rich by managing life insurance 
companies, and have charged more than 
double what the insurance was actually 
worth, and the public have found it out. 
Mr. Clark says after giving the results 
of the Odd Fellows Endowment for one 
year, "these figures are the beat ans- 
wers to the many queries constantly 
made. "How can fraternal societies 
exist when their members only pay 
about half as much as is charged by out- 
bide organizations for guaranteeing the 
same amount?" It 
is 
because the 


money collected for assessments goes 
directly to the payment of the death 
loss, and for no other purpose, and in 
such cases it does not require but half 
the amount that would otherwise be 
needed."

Still, the 
Societies have lived, and their antagon- 
ists have been forgotten long ago, 
Thus it will be in the future.
